The 1962-63 school year at Portage was marked 
with many signs of healthy growth. The student body 
itself increased so greatly that several high school 
classes were held in the junior high building. 

Along with this expansion came the need for a 
number of general school improvements. One of the first 
projects completed was the building of a bus shed on 
the school grounds. The completion of this garage pro- 
vided adequate protection for all school buses. 

Near the bus shed the school constructed a new 
sewage treatment unit. The cost of the unit was $61,000. 
It will serve both the junior and senior high schools.
